Hearing IP'rom Home,

The apparent indifference of Prosident
Cleveland regarding the condition of af-
fairs at Charleston is beginning to be
eritieised in the house of his friends, the
south, and it would not be surprising to
find that there is a great deal of indigna.
tion In that quarter which has heen kopt
under control for reasons net diflieult to
interpret.  ‘Thosimple teuth is, that the
president’s course in this matter has the
apnearance of eold-blooded henrtlessness,
and there is no apparent ground on
which 1t ean bu exceused, The fact that
he has no lnwlul authority to  use gov-
ovrument supplics in aid of the Charleston
suflerers does not aequit bim of the duty
of exerting himself in snch diroction as
he mauy for the relict of those unfortunate
poople, although he apparently assumes
that it dooes. The limitation upon his ex-
coutive powers doesn't aflect his privi-
logo us a citizen or put avy constraint
upon his humanity. As citizen and man
he might have with entire propriety ap-
penled to hig fullow-eitizons in behalf of
the sufferers and given nn earnest of bis
sympathy in subsiuntinl form. The ex-
wmple woulld huve been an Incentive to
others, und undoubtedly wonld have
causod n very  material dif-
ferenco in the amount subseribed. But
he did pothing of the sort. He kopt
right wlong with his hunting and fishing,
seomingly without tha least thought or
care us (o how the people of Charleston
wore furing or likely to fare, And un-
doubledly in this conduct there is illns-
tratod o prominent quality of Mr, Cleye-
land’s character. Ho is not a man of
netive and strong symputhics, and in
view of the excoprionnl nature of tho
Charleston eatastrophy it is not vasy to
conceive what oxient of calumity to
other people would win s sorious eon-
oern to the temporary abandonment of
his puvsuit of plonsure. It ecannot be
agreoable to any eitizen, and must be
humillating to many, to think of the ex-
eculive ol the nation as a man who 15 in-
capable of being aftected by the misfor-
tune and distress of a large number of
his follow eitizons, due to & enuse boyond
their oontrol, whan the question of Lis
Individoal enjoyment is inyvolved, though
only for a brief time. Yot % is quite un-
passible to eandidly have any other opln-
ion of M. Cleyoland sinee his failure to
show the least conoorn yospecting the
Charleston calamity, which promptly
toucled the sympathies of England's
aueen, and s now eliciting substautial
tokuns of sympathy in other lunds. But
vour *man of desting'’ s ravely troubled
with ek heart.

A Promise from Both Sides,

The new domoeratic eampaign book,
issud by the national congressionnl ocom-
mittee, declares it to be the policy of tha
administration, and  therefore infor-
entinlly of the party, to open up foreign
markets for our prodicts, 1t elaims that
the desive is to extend the trade of the
United States into countries to the south
of us, whose commerce §8 steadily grow
ing, in some directions with wondertul
rapidity, and mneh the grenter part of
which Is now eontrollod by England,
France and Germany, It hns nol  been
genernlly supposed that the demoeratie
party was very much coneerned  rogard-
ing this trade or in faet any other, Iis
conrse hithorto hascertainly been sueh as
to warrant the opinion that it was wholly
indiffvront vespecting the foreign com-
weres of the country, It has generally
been found in pretty solid opvosition 1o
evaerymensure of a practical eharacter
the oljeet of which wasto improve our
teade relations with other lands, and par
ticularly with the southern countries. 1o
eflizet this has been n lending foature of
republiean effort for youars, but it has
Jievar failed to meet obstruction at the
hands of the democracy.

However, any evidence of enlighten-
ment and progress i the ideas and policy
of that party will be neartily welecomed,
and if in this matter it is ronlly digposed
to adopt the policy whieh the republieans
have been urging for years, and i sup-
port of which they have piled up faots
anil argwnents mountain high, there is
nothing to do but to commend the domo-
erats for the awakening that has thus
tavdily come to them, and to encourage
thiem in theiv conversion. U'his question
of extemling our foreign commereo is
gething to be of such prossing fmpor-
tanca to the welfare of the country that
it onght not to be affected by party difter-
ences, ‘'he country needs tho great and
growimg markels of the sonthern half of
the homisphere, and i will need them
niore and more ns the productiveness of
the nation increases.  Our future pros
perity 18 in no small degree contingoent
upon securing these markets, The mat-
ter is one which touches the wallare of
all  sections  and  all  interests. It
shonld not be embarrassed by making
it n subjeet of party controversy with a
view to party eapitul. The democrats
have the popuiar branch of congress and
the president.  Whatever practical men-
sures thoy sincerely bring forward for
the promotion of the forvign commerce
of the nation, partieularly with the coun-
tries south of us, wedo not hositate to
nradiet will reecive the hearty support of
the republican  senate.  They  will have
an opportunity this winter to show how
much sincerity there isin their campaign
promises in this particular,

The Outbreak nt Madreid,

The revolt or mutiny of a few hundroed
soldiers at Madridl on Sunday night ap-
poears to have been one of those ill-con-
sidered and ill-timoed movements of which
Spanish lstory affordssoveral examples,
thongh we do not recall one which was
quite so elumsy and complete a finsco as
this lust alleged attempt to inangurate
revolution, Whether or not tho influ-
ences that produced Sunday’s outbrenk
can be safely measured by the character
and extent of this “'revolt" is uncertain,
If they can, then they are manifestly in-
signifieant, and need not he seriously re-
garded as in the slightest degree mensne-
ing the peace of the kingdom or the per-
manence of the regeney. The dispatehes
indieate that the men who enguged in the
uprising and went through the streets of
Madrid shouting *Live the republie!"” did
50 in the beliof that they had a large part
of the army with them, and that it was
only necessary to apply the toreh in order
to light the fires of revolution in every
direetion. It must have been a orushing
disclosure when they encountered at the
Prado two thousand soldiers loyal to the
covernment whom they had supposed
were their friends and would join the re-
volt, and when later they found the bar-
racks and arsennl, instead of being thrown
open to admit them, so vigorously de-
fended that they wore eompelled to retive
from the oflovt to get possession,  The
government, it is however ovident, was
taken by surprise, nud had the revolt
been more skillfully plaoned the authori-
ties might have had a great deal of trou-
ble in suppressing it, but a few hours suf-
ficed to enable the governnient to under-
stand the situntion and then suppression
of tho outbreak beeamo easy, though not
without loss of life,

The uprising was professedly in the
interest of republicanism, but it 15 moro
than probable that it was due chiefly to
the muchinations of that chronie dis-
turber, Don Carlos, who is ready to play
any sort of a game to further his ends.
This sunposition findswarrant in the fact
that this pretender, who is understood to
be vontinually hatehing conspiracies, re-
cently issued a manifesto in which he
held out flattering promises of what he
woulidl do for the nation were the control
of the govornment eommitted (to  his
hands, “Uhat his agents have been tam-
peving with the army, with the result of
winning over the handful of soldiers
who made the outbrenk of Sunday,
is more than likely.,  Assuming this to be
s0, the extent of the uprising demon-
strates the insignificance of the Carlist
inlluence, though perhaps the wonder
ought to bo that the party has any infiu-
ence ut all outside the ranks of adventur-
ors nnd frechooters—who have every-
thing to gain and nothing to loss from
eivil strife and disorder.

An eflvet of this movement will be to
ronder the governmwent more vigilant, It
had probebly grown over-confident from
the oxpressions of loyulty and vatriotism
that wore drawn oul by the death of King
Alfonso, and which were doubtless very
gonerally simeere, But in relaxing the
diseipline and watehfulness which nminst
be continnally maintained in a govern-
moent like that of Spain, opportunity was
given to the ambitions maleontents Lo
earry on thewr insldious work, of which
Sunday's eplsode was the frait. T'he wholp
uffair—the Insigoiiennce of the uprising
and the ease with which it was sup-
pressed—showed that the present govern-
want uf Bpain, so long ns it maintains the
poliey undor which it has proceedoed thus
far, ought not to huye anything w fear
from the schemes of the worthless con-
spirator who is responsible for most of the
poiitieal trouble occurring from time to
thne in that country. The government
as showing an eulightened and progruss-
wve apirit in ost dipsctions, and the
Spanish people are doubtless on the

whole quite as prosperous and happy a=
they hinve beon al any other time within
at lonst tho past quarter of a contury.

The Time Has Come.

Last fall, nnder the influenice of the ex-
posures made by this papoer, the boarvd of
trade started the ball a-relling for a rail.

1f onr moerchants are to
Keep Lhis city abreast of the development
of territory which ia onrs by the rvight of
nearness and our ability to supply it, we
must have free and open access to our
m-ighlmr-'.

For years this paper has been poloting
out the dangers which threatened the
commercinl  supremaey of our city.
Through fair and foul weather and good
and evil report, against the opposition of
cowards who belisved that blinil submis-
sion to force would i time remedy the
evils of oppression, and in antagonism to
dishonest tonls whose businoss it was to
throw dust in the eves of their diupes, the
BEr has urged the constroction of romds
originating in this city, controlled by
Omaha eapital and in active comnutition
with unfriendly rivals, It was so with
the narrow guage road that was  slaugh-
tered by treachory in the house of its
frionds, Tt was so with the Omaha and
Northern until that scheme was developod
intoa plan to secare loenl aid for a
northern extension of the Missount Pas
cifie. "To any honest project to build a
road from this city into trade territory
now eontrolled by eorporations which
aro kniting Lhis city in the intorests of ity
vivals, the Bre will give an  honest and
unflmehing support. While it still be-
lieves that Omaha is the best oommereinl
point on the Missouri river and that her
merchants are not yot as seriously in-
jured as someof our contemporaries in-
sigt, itsees cloarly the dangers monneing
the johbing trade. The time to apply
remedies is when the symptoms first ap-
pear.  Omaha oannot afford to wait until
the damage is done,

Last winter a potition was deawn up in
porper form, signed by some fifty netual
pesidents ot the county, most of whom
had lived here for yours, and acquived
some property which is subject to tax-
ation, This petition was accompanied
by aftidavits from the officials of Cheyenne
county, stating the number of tax  puy-
ers i the county and C. and forwarded
throngh ¢, U, MeNish, of Wisner, to
the governor.  Two months rolled away
and no tidings reached us as to the fate
of our potition. At length we wrote to
our attorney, whowrote to the governor.
in answer his excollency stated there
was nnother petition on tile in his oflice,
praying for the orgamzation of Sionx
county. After making dihgont  in-
quiry  we  were  unuable  to i
uman in the county that had ever seen,
signed or heard of any other petition for
organization but one forwarded by Mr.
MeNish, We then wrote the governor
what woe considored a very respeetful
letter, requesting Inm  to take some
action in tho matter. U'lis met the samo
fate as tho petition. We have heard
from it, however, in a semi-oflicinl way,
to the effect that the governor stated to
some of lus friends that he should poy
no attention to o gang of cowboys and
clodhoppers, but should aimply consign
their rlim-umcnlu to the “waste basket,
e may not have said this, but he has
acted this sentiment out to the life.

Itis true there are a number of cowboys
in the settiement, but they are men in
every sense of the word.,  Most of them
are actual settlers, and when the timae
eomes to round up their votes you'll find
none of tham bearing the Dawes brand,
The 700 settlers in this busin are a power
that Governor Dawes cannot aflord to

slight.

A few days sinea another pe-
tition  in the intorest of the
railroad company and swearing the

signatures of twenty-eight persons wus
forwarilad to the governor praying for
the orgunization of the county. Some
of the signers of that petition are not
residents of the county, not having lo-
e¢ated a elaim in the connty. The peti-
tion wis returned beeause the petitioners
failed sending any aflidavits stating the
number of tax-payers i the connty. On
Saturday last a commissioner, or a some-
thing inside of fine clothes, was sent or
imported from Hay Springs to swear
some ond to their documents. This com-
missioner or something else strugglod o
long time mn vain with an honest granger
to induce him to swear to something he
knew nothing aboutl. Next they lit down
on an old timer here just as the old moon
enme poering over the blufs and induced
him in the unecertain hght of an old
ranch stable to sign their affidavit,

We nre as eager ns any of our fellow
citizens for the organization of the county
but we must be allowed to enter our pro-

test against  its  being  done in the

interest of a railroad ring even if there is

The same strogele ngainst the power of
the railromd consolidations has arisen in
tho old world thatinow agitates America
Bismarck hns lI']l'l! the commission plan
without succoss, ntd &ave, in his direct
way: “The imperinl eailway oftice has
become n eonneri which gives good adl
vice and profaces its requests with: CUf
you ploase.' 1t writes n great deal and
minkes much ado, but ne one  heeds iy
beheats. " Bismarek could not better nave
deseribied the Missouri railroad eommis
sion had it been the subject of his eriti-
Lisin,

The Prossian plan has beon in opora
tion severnl yeurs, ane is A pronounced
stccess,  In Prossis tho state now owns
all the railvoads and conducts the trans.
portatian business of the conntey. It may
votie to that here, but not until every
othor hag been tried.  Snch g oxtension
of the power of the natienal government
ig not to e contemplated without a shid
der, bt wonld it not  be better than  the
irresponsible power of a nationnl pool?

The French idea is mora spplicable fo
Amoriean institutions.  ‘T'he Freneh pro-
cocd dpon onr theory that railrosds are
ruhiiu highwavs, and as= sueh are amena-
le 1o rognlation and control by the gov.
ernmwent. They have n railway depart-
ment of government with its hend like
our comptrolier of the currcney, who
supervises the railway managemoent with
the power to conform it to the policy of
the poliey of the government. In this
country such an affair wounld be a part of
the administration-—-probubly belong to
the eubinet and have supervision over
the transportation interests of the coun-
try. 18 there not a suggestion in this
plan worthy of the consideration of the
congressional eandidates of poth gront
political parties?

While Jncob  Conster's delusion is
shared by many potentates, there is only
one just now to whom the delusion of
being a ruler brought disnster 4s sorrow-
ful in its way as Conster’s. Tlus is Alex.
ander of Battenburg, lately of Bulgaria,
Hea imagimed that to reign was torale, and
the result was that he was compellad to
bid adieu to all his greatness. ‘The Rus-
stans thanght he should have been con-
tent to veign and let tho ezar do the ruling,
while the Turks thought the snme thing,
exeept that they subtilnted the sultan for
tha czar, The only difference between
Alexander, of Battenburg, and Coaster,
of Washington is that Alexander is free
to look for his own asylum,

Dolusions like Jaeob Conster’s are by
no means uncommon. A number of
gentlenien of more or less respectability
imagine they ought to be an emperor or
king ot France, Don Carlos isn name
that has long been associated with a
claim to the throne of Spain. [t happens
every fow months that adeluded English-
man goes to Windsor ocastle to claim his
birthright to the throne oceupied by
descendant of a German enngrant, Bul
it i= only at Windsor and the white houso
that the claimants are at once marchoed
off to a mad-honse—that the elaim itself
is considered proof of insanity. But as a
matter of right the elnim of Coaster is
only a degreo more absurd than those of
the others, from the emperor of Asia to
the heir of the Bonapurtes,

Royal Academy Scandals.

Magazine of Art for October: The very
first senndal of any moment occurred
very shortly after the incorporation of
the Aeademy in 1773, This was the case
of Sir Hobert Strange, which has been
touched upon in an enrvlier wrticlo.

YAn I'Im;uiry into the Riso of the {uj'ai
Acndemy, 'i is serted o letter to the earl
of Dute—he who was burned in efligy at
Temple Bar, Althongh this lotter has
no apparent connection with the sarcas-
tic little history of the origin of the

Academy  which  follows, it de-
tuils cortain happenings that
woere probably  ¢losely  associated
with the writer's squabble with ono
of the earliest hanging commitlecs.
